"The  Assembly,  having  heard  the  report  ofTrTe  American.  Tract  Society  for 
the  past  year,  congratulates  the  Society  on  the  enlargement  of  its  operations,  and 
in  view  of  the  extent  and  excellence  of  its  Christian  literature  in  English,  and  the 
many  languages  used  by  immigrants;  its  gratuitous  distribution  of  its  publica- 
tions through  home  missionaries  and  other  Christian  workers;  its  colportage 
among  the  foreigners,  Mormons  and  other  exceptional  classes,  and  its  invaluable 
aid  to  Foreign  Missions,  by  printing  works  in  153  languages,  hereby  renews  its 
commendations  of  said  Society,  and  recommends  that  our  several  churches  make 
an  annual  offering  for  it,  and  that  each  Presbytery  appoint  a  Standing  Committee 
on  its  work." 

The  following  was  adopted  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  York  October  6,  1902: 

"In  view  of  the  action  of  the  last  General  Assembly  recommending  that  our 
several  churches  make  an  annual  offering  for  the  American  Tract  Society,  and 
tnat  each  Presbytery  appoint  a  Standing  Committee  on  its  work,  and  having 
heard  a  further  statement  respecting  the  Society,  it  was 

"Resolved,  That  the  Presbytery  hereby  expresses  its  deep  interest  in  the 
operations  of  the  American  Tract  Society— its  providing  religious  readings  for  our 
many-tongued  immigrants,  its  prosecution  of  colportage  among  these  peoples  and 
other  exceptional  classes,  its  aid  to  pastors,  home  missionaries,  evangelists  and 
other  Christian  workers  by  grants  of  tracts,  and  its  creating  and  circulating  a 
Christian  vernacular  literature  in  156  languages  or  dialects  at  foreign  mission  sta- 
tions for  the  use  of  the  missionaries  of  our  own  and  other  Boards,  and  it  cor- 
dially adopts  the  aforesaid  recommendation  of  the  Assembly  that  our  several 
churches  make  an  annual  offering  for  the  American  Tract  Society,  and  refers  this 
action  to  the  Standing  Committee  already  appointed  on  this  Society." 

A  Tract  Society  colporter  visits  annually  about  12,000  souls,  chiefly  those  not 
otherwise  reached,  and  leaves  in  their  homes  2,000  volumes.  Five  hundred  dollars 
will  support  him;  $100  constitutes  a  Life  Director,  and  $30  a  Life  Member.  The 
Society's  work  is  wholly  dependent  upon  donations  and  legacies.  Offerings  from 
churches  and  individuals  are  earnestly  solicited.

ROBERTSON  SCHOOL.

In  honor  of  his  gift,  the  school  was 
called  the  Robertson  School,  and  is  for  the  education  of  the  children  of  the 
church  and  congregation.  The  school  meets  at  No.  3  West  Ninety-fifth  street. 
It  has  two  departments,  and  is  designed  for  children  from  four  to  twelve  years  of 
age.   Three  teachers  are  employed.   The  school  has  a  membership  of  about  75.

SYNODICAL  HOME  MISSIONS- 

In  order  to  relieve  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  the  Synod  oi 
New  York  has  assumed  the  care  of  the  missionary  churches  within  its 
bounds.  These  churches  are  situated  in  the  more  thinly  settled  country 
districts  of  the  State  and  in  the  poorer  neighborhoods  of  the  cities. 

To  carry  out  the  plans  of  the  Synod  the  Presbytery  has  a  com- 
mittee, whose  names  appear  elsewhere.  This  committee  entered  upon 
its  duties  in  November,  1901.  It  found  a  deplorable  financial  situation. 
This  Presbytery  had  drawn  from  the  Synodical  Fund  more  than  it  had 
contributed,  and  further  payments  were  refused  to  our  weak  churches, 
entailing  much  suffering  upon  their  ministers,  whose  salaries  were 
several  months  overdue.  During  the  past  year  the  churches  and  gen- 
erous individuals  responded  to  the  urgent  appeals  made  by  the  com- 
mittee, and  the  situation  has  been  decidedly  improved. 

Seven  churches  in  this  Presbytery  have  been  aided  during  the  year, 
at  an  expenditure  of  $4,163.36.  To  meet  this  the  Presbytery  contributed 
$3,604.50  through  church  offerings,  and  individuals  supplemented  these 
with  gifts  amounting  to  $1,500. 

In  the  coming  year  we  shall  have  increased  calls  upon  this  fund 
in  order  to  relieve  the  Church  Extension  Committee  of  its  work  of 
sustentation  and  leave  it  free  to  put  all  its  money  into  new  enterprises. 
We  have  promised  to  give  the  Synod  for  its  work  in  the  State  not  less 
than  $1,000  over  and  above  the  amount  we  draw  for  this  Presbytery. 
We  sincerely  trust  that  it  will  be  unnecessary  for  us  in  future  to  rely 
upon  individuals  to  make  up  deficiencies  caused  by  meagre  church 
offerings.  We  accordingly  appeal  for  increased  contributions  from  all 
the  churches.

Summer  Campaign  Under  the  Auspices  of  the 

Committee   on   Evangelistic  Work. 


The  Committee  on  Evangelistic  Work,  owing  to  adverse  circum- 
stances, were  not  able  to  begin  their  summer  tent  work  until  late  in 
the  season.  Through  the  activities  of  the  lay  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee funds  were  raised  by  private  contribution,  and  a  site  for  the 
tent  granted  the  Committee  by  Mr.  John  E.  Parsons,  on  his  valuable 
property  on  West  mth  street,  near  Seventh  avenue. 

Prominent  speakers  were  procured,  including  the  services  of  the 
Rev.  Albert  Swift,  a  well-known  evangelist  of  London,  England,  whose 
ten  days'  mission  proved  most  successful,  both  from  the  standpoint  of 
attendance  and  in  the  number  that  decided  to  begin  a  Christian  life. 

Services  were  held  every  week-day  night  and  twice  on  Sunday. 
The  music  was  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Harvey  C.  Olin,  who  organ- 
ized a  male  quartette  that  did  most  effective  work  the  entire  season. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  Murray,  a  home  missionary,  who  was  in  charge 
of  the  tent  day  and  night,  and  most  faithful  in  caring  for  its  interests, 
mentions  in  his  report  to  the  Committee  the  large  numbers  of  non- 
church-going  people  who  found  in  the  tent  new  ideas  of  religion,  and 
in  whom  has  been  aroused  through  these  gospel  meetings  cordial 
sentiments  toward  our  Presbyterian  body. 

There  were  held  some  fifty-six  services  and  forty  conferences  and 
prayer  meetings.  About  10,000  people  listened  to  the  preaching  of  the 
Word  within  these  tent  walls,  and  it  is  estimated  that,  through  cards 
and  circulars  and  personal  contact,  some  10,000  more  have  in  one  way 
or  another  felt  the  influence  of  the  Gospel  presented  there.  Nearly 
one  hundred  accepted  Christ  as  a  personal  Saviour,  while  a  very  much 
larger  number  in  the  after-meetings  expressed  desire  for  spiritual 
betterment. 

The  tent  and  its  furnishings  have  been  carefully  preserved  and 
stored. 

The  thanks  of  the  Presbytery  were  given  at  the  meeting  of  Novem- 
ber 10  to  Mr.  John  E.  Parsons  and  to  the  Committee  for  their  efficient 
services.

The  Chinese  Work  of  the  Presbytery* 

This  is  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Huie  Kin,  who  is  located  at  26  West 
Ninth  street.  The  Sunday  school  had  an  average  attendance  last  year 
of  ninety-five.  There  are  257  on  the  roll — young  men  of  Manhattan 
and  the  Bronx,  Brooklyn  and  Jersey  City.  After  Sunday  school  there 
is  preaching  and  a  meeting  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 
All  the  services  are  growing  in  popularity. 

There  are  also  two  schools  at  ny2  Mott  street,  and  there  Mr. 
Kin  preaches  every  Sunday  evening,  the  attendance  averaging  forty. 
One  of  these  schools,  with  an  attendance  of  thirty  children,  is  under 
direction  of  the  Committee  of  Presbytery  on  Sabbath  Schools  and 
Young  People's  Societies. 

A  daily  Kindergarten  is  also  maintained,  to  which  the  Chinese 
merchants  gladly  send  their  children,  and  a  Mothers'  Meeting  is  held 
once  a  month. 

During  the  past  year  eleven  have  been  baptized  and  united  with 
the  church,  and  eleven  others  have  renounced  idolatry  and  are  awaiting 
reception. 

Six  pupils  have  gone  from  this  school  to  assist  in  other  missions. 
One,  Sam  Han,  has  gone  to  New  Orleans  to  take  charge  of  the 
Chinese  work  there.  Ten  more  are  in  colleges  preparing  to  return 
to  China  to  engage  in  the  missionary  work  there.  Our  mission  in  this 
city  is  also  supporting  two  day  schools  in  the  interior  of  Kwang  Tung, 
China. 

A  permanent  building  and  church  organization  are  imperatively 
needed.  The  cost  for  the  year  has  been  $2,500,  of  which  $108  has  been 
received  for  the  rent  of  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  kindergarten.  Indi- 
viduals have  given  $20;  University  Place  Church  and  Chapels,  $366, 
and  eleven  other  churches  of  the  Presbytery,  $288.  Here  is  a  wonder- 
fully promising  opportunity  for  enlarged  effort.

The  Twenty-Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Sabbath  Schools  and  Young  People's 
Associations  of  the  Presbytery 
of  New  York* 


TO  THE  PRESBYTERY: 

Your  Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools  and  Young  People's  Associa- 
tions of  the  Presbytery  of  New  York  begs  to  submit  its  twenty-sixth 
annual  report,  and  to  present  to  the  Presbytery  the  present  condition 
of  Sabbath-school  work  in  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery.  In  doing  so 
we  desire  to  express  our  sense  of  gratitude  to  God  for  his  mercies  to 
us  and  to  the  Presbytery  during  the  year  that  closed  May  i,  1902. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  carried  on  substantially  along 
the  same  lines  as  on  previous  years.  The  members  of  the  Committee 
have  been  faithful  in  their  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee, held  once  each  month,  and  the  Rev.  Arthur  C.  McMillan,  the 
representative  of  the  Board  of  Publication  and  Sabbath-School  Work  in 
New  York,  has  continued  his  pleasant  relations  with  your  Committee, 
and  in  many  ways  has  been  of  great  service  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
work. 

I.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  herewith  appended,  shows  that  the 
sum  of  $3,065.69  has  passed  through  his  hands.  The  balance  from  last 
year  was  $1,122.06.  The  receipts,  from  all  sources,  have  been  $1,943.63. 
The  balance  on  hand  May  1,  1902.  was  $1,342.41.  The  total  cost  of 
administration  was  $1,723.28. 

Submitting  the  Treasurer's  report  to  a  brief  analysis  the  following 
results  are  shown:  That  eight  churches  have  contributed  this  year,  as 
against  seven  last  year.  Nine  Sabbath  schools  have  made  contribu- 
tions, as  against  nine  last  year.  Two  Christian  Endeavor  societies  have 
sent  contributions  this  year;  none  contributed  last  year.  Last  year 
three  individuals  sent  money  to  the  treasury;  this  year  only  one  con- 
tribution of  this  kind  was  received. 

Thus  our  contributions  have  come  from  a  limited  area,  and  it  is 
clearly  seen  that,  were  all  our  churches,  Sabbath  schools  and  Young 
People's  societies  to  contribute  even  a  small  amount,  a  really  large  sum 
would  be  at  the  disposal  of  this  Committee  with  which  to  prosecute  the 
work. 

II.  The  Contributions  of  the  Schools. 

It  is  always  difficult  to  secure  exact  returns  from  a  large  number 
of  sources,  and  statistics  are  not  always  accurate.  However,  from  the 
returns  received,  the  schools  report  a  total  contribution  of  $1,021  to 
the  Board  of  Publication  and  Sabbath-School  Work.  Of  this  amount 
only  $709.62  has  reached  the  Board's  treasury.  Here  is  a  discrepancy 
of  $311.38.  It  is  possible  that  the  whole  or  a  part  of  this  amount  has 
been  contributed  to  other  Sabbath-school  work  not  under  the  direction 
of  the  Presbyterian  Board.  The-  schools  also  report  contributions  of 
$5»279  to  other  boards  of  the  church,  and  $12,467  to  local  self-support. 
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III.  The  Year's  Work  of  the  Committee. 


We  have  established  but  one  new  school,  and  that  of  an  exceptional 
character,  for  the  reason  that  Presbytery  is  not  yet  in  a  position  to 
follow  up  the  work  of  this  Committee  by  furnishing  land  and  edifices 
for  new  churches.    This  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  and  deplored. 

1.  A  great  deal  of  canvassing  new  fields  has  been  done  by  Mr. 
McMillan  and  the  sub-committee  of  this  Committee.  This  work,  like 
the  labor  of  prospecting  for  gold  and  silver,  is  a  difficult  but  necessary 
work,  as  no  one  knows  when  a  fine  field  for  a  new  school  and  a  pros- 
pective church  may  be  found  until  a  preliminary  canvass  has  been  made. 

These  canvasses,  from  house  to  house,  show  that  there  are  fields 
ready  now,  and  the  Committee  has  in  view  the  Jerome  avenue  and  180th 
street  field.  This  is  a  territory  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  wide  and 
a  mile  in  length.  Here  new  houses  are  being  erected,  and  the  trolley  line 
extensions  and  the  new  underground  system  are  sure  to  invite  a  great 
population  to  the  Bronx.  In  fact,  the  Bronx  has  a  great  future  before 
it,  and  prompt  action  is  imperatively  demanded  in  the  matter  of  secur- 
ing land. 

2.  We  have  carried  forward  the  work,  established  by  our  prede- 
cessors some  years  ago,  at  Kingsbridge.  This  school  has  been  under 
the  care  of  Rev.  William  H.  Dexter,  who  has  also  conducted  a  prayer 
meeting  and  preaching  service.  However,  it  must  be  said  that  the 
torn-up  condition  of  the  streets  in  that  locality  and  the  consequent 
sickness  resulting  have  injured  the  school,  and  its  future  is  somewhat 
uncertain.  This  Committee  stands  ready  to  continue  the  school  and 
to  give  friendly  advice  to  the  people  in  regard  to  carrying  on,  at  their 
own  expense,  the  preaching  service.  The  outlook  for  a  church  is  not 
favorable. 

3.  Williamsbridge  has  made  good  progress,  and  it  is  believed  that 
a  fine  future  awaits  this  enterprise.  We  have  continued  partially  to 
support  the  church  throughout  the  year,  and  very  friendly  relations 
exist  between  us  and  that  church.  On  May  15th  the  Church  Extension 
Committee  will  assume  control.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  report  that 
already  land  has  been  purchased  and  plans  are  under  way  for  a  church 
and  manse.  We  trust  that  God  has  large  things  in  store  for  Williams- 
bridge. 

4.  A  new  school  for  Chinese  children  was  organized  at  No.  n }4 
Mott  street,  and  the  work  placed  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Huie  Kin  and 
his  wife.  This  school  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  with  thirty-three 
children  in  attendance  each  Sabbath  at  12.30.  Rev.  Huie  Kin  also  holds 
a  preaching  service  for  men,  which  is  well  attended.  In  addition  to 
this  a  "Children's  Hour  "  is  held  each  week  day  except  Saturday,  and 
conducted  on  kindergarten  lines. 

This  special  work  is  conducted  by  the  Committee  under  the  original 
powers  conferred  by  the  Presbytery  when  the  Committee  was  appointed, 
viz.:  "To  look  after  schools  organized  in  the  more  destitute  portions 
of  the  city;  to  assist  them  in  securing  officers,  teachers  and  visitors,  and, 
if  necessary,  with  limited  pecuniary  assistance." 

5.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee  for  the  distribution  of 
Bibles  was  held  this  year  in  the  Rutgers  Riverside  Church,  Seventy- 
third  street  and  Broadway.  Addresses  were  made  by  the  Rev.  Charles 
Cuthbert  Hall,  D.D.;  Rev.  Arthur  C.  McMillan  and  Rev.  Robert 
Mackenzie,  D.D.,  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  presiding.  The  night 
was  one  of  the  stormiest  New  York  has  ever  seen^  and  for  this  reason 
the  attendance  was  not  as  large  as  it  would  otherwise  have  been.  Still, 
it  was  a  profitable  meeting,  and  eight  Bibles  were  given  to  those  who 
had  committed  and  recited  at  one  hearing  the  Westminster  Shorter 
Catechism. 
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IV.  The  Present  Condition  of  the  Work. 

1.  The  Sababth  schools  of  the  Presbytery  are  in  a  healthy  and  pros- 
perous condition.  As  a  rule  they  are  well  organized  and  conducted. 
The  Westminster  helps  are  quite  generally  used  and  the  Catechism 
taught. 

2.  There  has  been  a  large  growth  in  the  Home  Department.  Last 
year  the  total  number  of  members  of  this  department  was  1,301,  while 
this  year  it  is  2,164,  an  increase  of  863.  In  this  fact  we  have  cause  to 
rejoice. 

3.  There  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  the  other  departments 
of  the  schools.  Last  year  the  total  number  reported  was  23.368,  includ- 
ing the  Home  Department.  This  year  the  number  is  30.308.  The 
membership  of  the  schools  last  year,  without  the  Home  Department, 
was  24.067;  this  year  it  is  2S.204.  If  the  returns  were  correct,  there  has 
been  an  increase  of  4.137,  a  most  gratifying  result. 

4.  We  are  pleased  to  inform  the  Presbytery  that  the  additions  to 
the  church  from  the  Sabbath  schools  the  past  year  were  854,  as  against 
650  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  204.  This  fine  result  may  be  at- 
tributed to  better  teaching,  more  faithful  supervision  of  superintendents 
and  pastors  and  to  "  Decision  Day."  The  number  of  young  people  unit- 
ing with  the  church  from  the  Sabbath  schools  has  been  the  largest  in 
many  years.    Let  us  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

5.  Another  fact  of  interest  and  importance  is  that  now  there  are 
Normal  Classes  in  nine  schools.  If  wisely  conducted  these  classes  ought 
to  have  a  beneficial  influence  in  providing  better  trained  and  equipped 
teachers. 

V.  What  the  Committee  Proposes  to  Do. 

1.  To  go  forward  and  open  a  new  school  at  Jerome  avenue  as  soon 
as  the  way  is  clear. 

2.  To  organize  other  schools,  either  in  the  destitute  parts  of  the 
city  or  in  new  and  growing  sections,  as  rapidly  as  the  Church  Extension 
Committee  is  ready  to  follow  up  the  work.  The  relationship  existing 
between  these  two  agencies  of  the  Presbytery,  it  may  be  said  in  passing, 
is  quite  harmonious. 

3.  To  secure  money  with  which  to  buy  a  portable  building,  to  seat 
from  150  to  250.  for  the  use  of  this  Committee.  The  cost  of  such  a 
structure  will  be  from  $1,500  to  $2,000.  and  a  part  of  the  funds  are 
already  in  hand.  Such  a  structure  could  be  used  by  this  Committee  for 
the  accommodation  of  new  schools.  Then,  when  the  Church  Extension 
Committee  was  ready  to  recommend  the  organization  of  a  new  church, 
we  could  imitate  the  Arab,  and  fold  our  tents  and  quietlv  slip  away. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  subscriptions  to  aid  in  securing  the  temporary  structure 
above  mentioned  be  solicited  from  the  friends  of  Sabbath-school  work, 
and  that  the  Presbytery  urge  the  members  of  our  churches  to  con- 
tribute. 

2.  That  our  churches,  Sabbath  schools,  Young  People's  societies  and 
the  individual  members  of  our  church  be  urged  to  make  offerings  to 
the  work  conducted  by  this  Committee,  so  that  new  and  needy  fields 
may  be  occupied. 
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3.  We  urge  all  our  Sabbath  schools  and  Young  People's  societies 
to  contribute  regularly  to  the  Board  of  Publication  and  Sabbath-School 
Work,  and  to  the  other  agencies  of  the  Presbyterian  church. 

4.  That  this  report  be  printed  and  distributed  as  widely  as  possible.

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Summary  of  the  Annua!  Narrative  of  the  State  of  Religion. 

Submitted  by  thk  Rev.  J.  Wilbur  Chapman,  D.D. 

Forty-nine  Churches  have  reported  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Narrative.  A  general  summary  of  the  work  of  the  Presbytery 
for  the  past  year  in  the  light  of  these  reports  gives  many  reasons  for 
devout  thankfulness  to  God  and  for  great  encouragement.  We  believe 
that  there  is  an  increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  our 
Church,  both  along  spiritual  and  financial  lines,  but  a  careful  study  of 
the  individual  narratives  reveals  some  discouraging  signs,  notably  the 
confession  of  the  decadence  of  religion  in  the  home  life,  the  compara- 
tively small  attendance  upon  the  mid-week  services  and  the  inability  to 
secure  trained  workers  as  teachers  in  the  Sunday  School  and  for  the 
instruction  of  the  youth. 

The  prayer  meetings  have  evidently  increased  somewhat  in  attend- 
ance and  power  during  the  past  year,  and  since  it  is  true  that  the  prayer 
meeting  is  the  pulse  of  the  Church,  this  is  in  many  respects  the  most 
encouraging  part  of  all  the  reports. 

The  following  may  be  mentioned  as  some  of  the  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  the  work: 

First:  The  moving  population  in  the  tenement  districts. 

Second:  In  many  cases  the  buildings  are  too  small  to  accommodate 
the  children  attending. 

Third:  There  seems  to  be  an  apathy  on  the  part  of  some  of  the 
Church  members  towards  the  School,  and  the  Church  membership  fails 
to  realize  that  the  Sunday  School  is  the  greatest  factor  of  the  Church, 
and  at  the  same  time  is  the  training  school  of  the  Church. 

Fourth:  Need  of  skilled  workers.  This  seems  to  be  the  general 
complaint;  perhaps  it  may  be  because  New  York  people  are  too  busy 
and  therefore  too  tired,  but  even  such  excuses  would  scarcely  stand  if 
presented  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church. 

Forty-two  of  the  narratives  out  of  forty-nine  report  Christian  En- 
deavor Societies.  As  a  rule  their  meetings  are  held  on  Sunday;  both 
the  Senior  and  Junior  work  is  carried  on  and  special  emphasis  in  all 
the  narratives  seems  to  be  laid  upon  the  success  of  the  Junior  work. 
As  a  whole  the  Young  People's  Societies  are  in  a  heathful  condition. 

The  benevolences  have  greatly  increased  and  almost  without  excep- 
tion the  Churches  are  contributing  to  all  the  Boards.  Special  notices 
were  emphasized  in  various  narratives  of  the  fact  that  proper  provision 
is  made  for  the  poor  of  the  Church.  There  seems  to  be  a  decadence 
of  family  religion,  and  perhaps  this  may  account  in  part  at  least  to  a 
loss  of  spiritual  power  in  the  Church  at  large.  It  is  a  principle  of  God 
that  every  father  should  be  a  priest  in  his  own  household,  and  whenever 
this  position  is  not  occupied  serious  results  are  sure  to  follow. 

There  is  a  most  delightful  spirit  existing  in  the  Presbytery  and  the 
most  cordial  brotherly  relations  shown  by  the  pastors.  There  is  no 
reason  why  the  coming  year  may  not  be  the  best  in  all  the  history  of 
our  Cnurch.
